KLAN IS-STRONG IN KANSAS 


People Look to It for Action When 


Machinery of Xaw Fails, 


Visitor Finds. 


"Oklahoma people are probably not 


so excited over conditions there as 
we might expect them to be," says J. 
O. Thomas of Omaha, deputy United 
States marshal on duty in Lincoln 
during the session of federal court, 
"This is partly because they are used 
to more or less warlike conditions and 
partly because they do not look on 
the ku kltrx klan with such horror as 
we do here. _This is generally true 
of the south, 'and it is astonishingly 
true no farther south than the state 
of Kansas, as I found this summer 
while on an extended visit. The num- 
ber of klansmen in Kansas is some- 
thing amazing. A public meeting iii 
Kansas City was attended by six or 
eight thousand people, and public 
meetings are by no means infrequent 


"One 
reason for the strength of the 


klan in our neighboring state is the 
breakdown of the machinery of the 
law in various communities. An ex- 
treme case in which I happen to know 
the facts, is the situation in a certain 
good sized town in central Kansaa 
where a clique of high school stu- 
dents, clyldren of leading business 
and professional men, formed a club 
whose requirement for membership 
was the commission of some crime. 
Even girls joined this club, and played 
poker with the boys in their cave. 
The lads' favorite crime was robbery, 
and eventually four of them, not lead- 
ers of .the gang, were sent to reform 
schools. Others were to be prosecut- 
ed, but when the county attorney 
found his own son to have been impli- 


j cated in an automobile.theft the othei 
' cases were hushed up. Now the klan 
has informed this officer that unless 
he either gets paroles for the four 
young prisoners or continued 
pros- 


ecuting until the rest have been tried, 
something will happen to him? My 
informant, himself a klansman, as I 
later found, told me this not as a 
prophecy but as a matter of fact. , 


"There may be legal methods by 
which to deal with such a situation, j 
but the people of that community do 
not know what they are, and no such i 
steps have been taken. Tbe town 
looks to the klan to get action, and 
this is the attitude that prevails in 
many and many a place. I think it 
explains in part the great growth of 
tbe Klan in Kansas as well as farther 
south."

Why Hare a State Senate ? 


Minneapolis Journal: A proposal to 


abolish the state senate is likely to 
be submitted to the Voters of Ne- 
jraska at the nest election by the In- 
itiative route. Practically all of the 
states have the 
bicameral 
system, 


having followed the model adopted by 
the fathers when they made the fed- 
eral constitution. But there Is a strong 
case to be made out for the uni- 
cameral plan in the states. 


There were, no doubt, two consid- 


erations that principally influenced 
the fathers to provide that congress 
should be made up of two houses, 
aside from the natural tendency to 
follow the English example. The first 
wa» the necessity for giving the small 
states in some way equal standing 
with the large ones. The senate rep- 
resents the states on a basis of 
equality 
regardless 
of population, 


while* the nous Is constituted on the 
basis of proportionate representation 
of the people. It Is doubtful if the 
smaller states would have ratified the 
constitution. If they had not received 
this standing of equality with the 


large states in the senate. 


The second consideration was the 


desire to Interpose a barrier against 
hasty action. The two-house plan was 
one of the numerous "checks and bal- 
ances" with which the constitution- 
makers sought to apply representative 
democracy on a workable and safe 
basis. 
, 


The state senates are essentially 


different from the United estates sen- 
ate In that their basis of representa- 
tion Is population and not political 
units. They are constituted precisely 
the same as the lower houses, with 
districts having 
approximately the 


same population unit It Is urged that 
they serve no purpose save to compli- 
cate legislative processes, to delay ac- 
tion, to multiply opportunities for po- 
litical manipulation. No doubt, they 
do at, times correct mistakes or pre- 
vent blunders by the lower bouses. 
But It is a'questlon if this service Is 
not far outweighed by what they cost 
In money and time and diffusion of 
responsibility. 


Perhaps Nebraska will serve ag a 


laboratory to test the plan for the 
other states.

Senator 
Banning and Representative Tochum, 
author! of the bill toj which the vtate 
accepted the proffer of Arbor Lodge, 
had a place on the program, but 
spoke only a tow minutes. Chancellor 
Avery, In bis abort address, empha- 
sised the desirability of preserving 
natural beauty apots at the hands of 
the government, and predicted that

Joy 
Morton, whose sixty-eighth 


birthday was thus commemorated, 
made the formal speech of presenta- 
tion. In form, however, it was most 
Informal. The great repart of it was 
an interesting and Intimate narrative 
of the Morton family and its first 
yean in Nebraska. 
It was In 1855 
that the family was established in 
Nebraska In what was then the only 
shingle-roofed bouse between the Mis- 
souri river and the Rockies. 


The public services of the elder 


Morton were detailed, culminating, 
thru many triumphs and defeats, in 
his final defeat for United States sen- 
ator in 189$. when chicanery and for- 
gery intervened to prevent a combina- 
tion of gold standard democrats and 
republicans, with just enough votes 
to name Morton, from going solidly 
Tor him. 
Morton's strong opinions 


and the freedom with which be ex- 
pressed them prevented him from 
being a successful candidate, said his 
son. but time has Justified him in 
Ttjost of his battles, particularly those 
relating to a sound banking and mone- 
tary system.

His father preferred, he <aid, to b« 


known as the originator of Arbor day, 
not as a man wbo had held or aspired 
to office, altho he was the first secre- 
tary of agriculture in the cabinet of 
President Cleveland.

The Security State Bank of Eddy- 


rtlle which has been operated for 
some time by the bank guaranty fund 
commission was closed Tuesday when 
Its good assets were sold to the Eddy- 
State bank and Its deposits were 


transferred to that bank. K. C. Knud- 
son, head of the state banking depart- 
ment and chairman of the guaranty 
commission, said the closed bank was 
taken over by the commission June 
13 and had been operated by Ross 
Brown of Hastings, formerly a state 
bank examiner. An opportunity was 
found to dispose of its assets at ad- 
vantage to the guaranty fund was 
found and the bank ceased. 


Mr. Knudson said the 
Security 
State bank was ordered closed under 
B. Hart was secretary of the banking 
department. Mr. Knudson was then 
an appointee of the banking depart- 
ment. He went to Eddyville and 
called the stockholders together and 
obtained funds and security and the 
bank was continued In operation, most 
of the time under the guaranty com- 
mission. It Is now being liquidated 
without any disturbance of financial 
affairs of the community. F. L. Cleary 
of Grand Island, member of the com- 
mission, Is the receiver in charge of 
the closed bank. 


B. H. Nail was president of the 


closed bank. R. O'Meara. cashier and 
owner of thirty-one shares of stock 
and J. J. Nutchie was vice president 
The capital stock Is $15.000. 


Chairman Knudson said there is 


not likely to be a draft upon the 
guaranty fond but a receiver's certifi- 
cate may be issued, backed by assets.

BUT LEAVES OMAHA STREET CAS 


FARES AS NOW ARE. 


Fixes Valuation at Nearly Fourteen 


Millions Where Company Had 


Contended 
for Over 


Twenty-one. 


In an order just issued the state 


railway commission finds the fair 
value of the properties of the Omaha 
& Council Bluffs- Street Hallway'com- 
pany, for rate-making'purposes, to be 
113,800,000. It finds also that on the 
present expenditures of the company 
the 1923 business failed to earn seven 
per cent on 
this valuation by an 


amount of $298,377, and that the defi- 
cits in 1921 and 1920 were greater. 
The present schedule of rates is ap- 
proved for an indefinite future period, 
the company Indicating its willingness 
to continue the effort to make the 
present rates meet the necessities. 
The company made claim to a value 


of its-physical property and -working 
capital in amount of 123,301477, using 
price levels of 1919 In arriving at the 
result It set forth a value of $19,915,- 
254 for its physical property, using av- 
erage prices ot 1916 tb 1919. 
It 
claimed a value, after allowing for de- 
preciation, ot S21,46€,772 for its physi- 
cal properties and laid claim to an ad- 
ditional intangible value of $1,825,000. 
making the total on which It alleged 
it was entitled to a fair return of $23,- 
291.772. 


The commission's engineering de- 


partment found that the fair cost of 
the properties to the company, plus 
necessary working capital, had been 
$11517,618. and that the fair experi- 
enced cost to the company, depreci- 
ated to me«t the present condition of 
the plant was $8.600,000. The commis- 
sion's engineer testified that his figure 
did not represent fair value because 
he had not added to it anything for 
increased price levels or for

J. STERLING MORTON. 


— Nebraska pioneer and 
publicist, 
"whose 


Tioroe, Arbor Lodge, became state property 
Thursday. 
He was born of New England 
parentage on April 22, 1832, and settled in 
Nebraska City in 1S5B. 
He was a member 


of the territorial legislature and secretary 
of the territory, m which capacity he suc- 
ceeded to the governorship for a period of 
five fonths In 1859, when Governor Rich- 
ardson resigned. 
From that time until almost the day of 


hl» death In April. 1902. he was In the thick 
of politics in Nebraska. He was a powerful 
Bpeaker. a man of strong personality, but 
the tenacity with which he held to hlg 
convictions and the pugnacity with "which 
he ftragrht for them, made for him a record 
of almost uniform defeat. 
The most signal 
honor he achieved was that of secretary of 
agriculture, when President Cleveland bejan 
his second term.

Schroeder and Schroder Engage in 


Cross-Counter Talk on What 


v 
Commissioner Refers to 


%(, 
as Much Worse, 


From Schroeder to Schroder came 


this cross-counter thrust in the office 
of the city 'clerk Thursday: 


"You claim to be against zoning and 


yet the very thing you are for is many 
times worse than the zoning ord- 
inance." 


Commissioner Schroeder was the 


sender. E. H. Schroder, of recall 
fame, was the recipient. 


The thing under discussion being 


the set-back ordinance presented for 
third reading at 
Monday's council 


meeting and laid over. While 
the 


language of this ordinance *s prac- 
tically the same as contained in the 
zoning ordinance, it is a bit more 
severe. 


It amends the present iron-clad 20- 


foot front yard set-back provision and 
substitutes a sliding scale of from ten 
to 'twenty feet. The purpose being to 
prevent the pocketing of houses. It 
provides side and rear yard minimum 
space requirements of six feet in the 
case of a two-story house and five feet 
for a one-story dwelling. 
Corner lot 


setbacks to be twenty feet from the 
front and ten feet from the street side. 


Commissioner Schroeder finds that 


on a 25-foot corner lot, the owner can- 
not build a house of greater width 
than nine feet. On an inside 25-foot 
lot his house may be 13 feet wide. 
There also is some question as to the 
advisability of having a six-foot rear 
yard set-back. The zoning ordinance 
provides three feet 


City Engineer Erickson assumes 


that Mr. Schroeder is right—that a 
house built on a 25-foot corner lot 
must not exceed nine feet in width. 
The engineer states, however, that he 
knows of no instance 
where 
the 


builder desires to construct a res- 
idence on so -limited a corner space. 
It-is true, he says, that several por- 
tion! of tlie city were platted Into 
25-foot lots. For example Arlington 
Heights addition. Simmer to 
South 


and Twenty-seventh to Twenty-eighth. 


"But they do not attempt to build 


on one lot. They buy two", said the 
engineer. 


In order that more engineering light 


"may be thrown upon the screen, it is 
probable that an informal 
meeting 


will, be held prior to final disposal 
of the ordinance.

1644 a great lady lived in herfwbich was hers, Lady Derby refused 
I castle in Lancashire.

castle was called Lathom House. 


Although It was strongly fortified 


with its great walls, six feet thick, 
and'its nine imposing towers, each 
of which supported nine "cannons 
and was surrounded by a mediaeval 
moat, the owner of the castle waa in 
great danger. 
Protecting her were 
only three hundred men and ser- 
vants. 
And opposed to this small 
body of men was the great parlia- 
mentary army which Cromwell had 
ordered to besiege and capture the 
castle. 


The mistress of this castle was 
Charlotte, Lady Derby. 
She was a 
beautiful French woman, daughter 
of Claude de la Tremouille end was 


in the following message: 
"ily birth, ray sex and the honor 


of my lord, demand that you should 
come to me and not I to you." 
To General Fairfax this was a 
challenge, and immediately he led 
his army against the castle. 
, From the highest tower, Lady 
Derby, "herself, flung out the Royal- 
ist banner, and personally directed 
the defense of her home. 
She was so brave that one evening 
while she and her children were 
seated -at the dinner table and a 
great cannon ball crashed into the 
room, she calmly arose from the 
table and ordered a sally on the 
marauders.

Imperiously She 
read the message, her face flushed 
and scornfully she made the follow- 
ing reply: 


be that I .should hang you at my 
gate, but you are only the foolish 
instrument of the traitors' tribe. 
Ten the insolent rebel Rigby that 
he shall have neither persons, goods 
nor bouse of mine. 
When we are 
spent, we shall find a fire more 
merciful than he is; and then my 
goods and my house Shan burn in 
his sight and we an will seal our 
religion and loyalty in the flames to- 
gether rather than fall into his 
bands." 


Resolutely she kept her word and 
waa valiantly supported by her fol- 
lowers during the hard siege, which 
lasted two months.

Here Are Some Hints to Make Moving Day Easier. 


ALL moving days 'are usually' 
days of torment to home- 
loving and peacefully-inclined 


persona. Moving is an art. To go out 
well-packed means going in after an 
orderly fashion _that makes settling 
easy. 
To do this,, a system must 


be worked out and followed. 


Professional packers who bring 


their own materials come high, as 
you pay for labor by the hour, and 
packing: material and the rental of 
boxes and barrels as well as for the 
cartage. We can do all the packing 
for ourselves very efficiently with 
forethought and possibly the help 
of a good handy man by the day. 
All this will reduce the packing cost, 
though van charges are regulated by 
the busy season generally, unless 
contracts are made ahead of Time. 
Begin preparations by saving all 
the newspapers for weeks ahead of 
the event. 
Secure sugar barrels 
with their fitted covers. Then select 
strong boxes of a convenient size to 
handle. Books are heavy and small 
boxes are the more desirable, though 
it may take several to hold your 
books. 
Some light wood for crat- 
ing win be useful if the stuff has to 
go very far.^ Old "sheets or quilts, 
dust-sheets, paper and string, tigs 
and" some stout clothes-line should 
be procured; then we shall be "set" 
to begin packing. 
' Line the book-boxes with news- 
paper. 
Wipe each book as it is 
papered, then it will be ready to set 
in place on arrival. 
All small pic- 
tures may be dusted and' packed, 
with newspapers between them, in 
packages and tagged. 
Mark these 
"Tour reward for this work should- packages with stencil-brush and ink, 
"Glass—Handle With CareJ* on the 
outside. 
Set the clock in a paper-lined box 
after removing the pendulum and 
keys, wrapping them in a paper and 
tying them to the clock. Leave the 
box uncovered, then the men will be 
careful where it is packed. 
Pic- 
tures should be crated if the dis- 
tance is great. 
If not, send them 
open and the men will be respon- 
sible.

Glass-ware" should be 
tissue-wrapped and carefully packed 
in paper-padded boxes and left un- 
covered, then the men will look after 
it. 
China-packing is not difficult if 
one proceeds carefully. Bach thing 
is to be wrapped in a tingle piece of 
newspaper. Small things should be 
put into larger ones. flatss and 
platters may be packed on edge 
igainst the sides of the barrel, while 
larger things should be well wedged 
with paper in the center.

the barrel as solid as possible so that 
things will not break by slipping 
about. 
Slip tho mattresses into gingham 
covers or closely-pinned old sheets. 
They pack better in the van i» this 
way than when rolled. 
Brush and 
clean all sofa pillows and pack them 
in neat piles in a sheet. Bod pillows 
should be packed in the saxne way. 
"irst slipping them Into old cases. 
Do not load the drawers of chitfo.i- 
ers. chests or bureaus heavily, for 
this maJtes them difficult to handle 
and also is wearing on them. Li/rht

that are fragile and easgy broken 
may be put in them.

A strong trunk is usually be< for

with paper and tie ft with soft 
webbing String. 
Also, catch' the 


drop leaf with a tie, so that it will 
not 'be. snapped oft. 
He-cover, if 


it needs it, the ironing board and 
•wrap it well in paper to keep it 
clean. 
All curtains should have 
been done up, all spreads and slip- 
covers washed and all blankets 
washed and cleaned before packing. 
All keys should be placed in a box 
or basket and have small tags at- 
tached so that they can be easily 
found when wanted. Rugs are often 
sent to the cleaners and may be 
delivered in the new place, so they 
are out of the way. 
Small rugs 
may be easily rolled. 
If the new 
place is clean and redecorated and 
curtain poles are up and ready, 
while moving itself may be hard, 
settling will be easy.

How to Guard Yourself 


from Contracting Disease

T used to be believed that some sort of mysterious 
influence or mirsm, a force, a gas or a spirit 
came from a sick person or from the soil and 


caused the illness. 


Don't you remember how you used to go across 


the street to keep from passing too close to a house 
where contagion was? 
Emanations of contagion 


were supposed to come in clouds, or to spread in 
circles. It was hjelieved they reached out to envelop 
innocent by-standers. 


No wonder people grow panicky during epidemics.

A good many times, when acting as nealth officer, I had to hold public 
meetings to allay the fears of the people. 
When everybody under- 


stands how disease is transmitted.*,, 
there will be more efficient control 
of disease, because efforts to confine 
it will be more intelligently sup- 
ported by the, public. 
Let us see if we can formulate our 


knowledge of communicable or con- 
tagious diseases: 


They are caused by Jiving organ- 
isms, commonly known as germs. 
These organisms are real, tangible 
things, things which live and move. 
They can be seen under the micros- 
cope and 
recognized one 
from 
another. 


Most of these organisms live In 


human beings. , A few originate in 
the bodies of lower animals. 
But 
all of them live and multiply in liv- 
ing animals. 
\ ~ 


The only way these organisms, 
which are capable of producing 
disease, can escape from tho body 
where they live, is through the 
sgcretions or discharges. ' 
Some 


leave through the urine or perspira- 
tion', some through the saliva or 
other secretions and others through 
the bowel discharges. 


All discharges from persona ill 


With infections or contagious dis- 
sases are dangerous. They continue 
to be dangerous as long as they re- 
a.in warmth and moisture, necessary 
to the life of the contained germs. 
Direct physical contact is essential 


:o contagion. Mere presence in the 
neighborhood of a sick person will 
not result in infection. 
There is 


no "atmosphere" of danger—there 
must be actual contact with the dis- 
charges to get the contaminating 
agent. 


Once I had to deal with an excited 
community because Board of Health 
nurses, without change of costume, 
entered and left homes where scarlet 
tever raged. 
While this would not 
good practice for everybody, a 
trained nurse, -who will religiously 
avoid handling any contaminated ob- 
:ect and particularly any particle of 
secretion, can do this safely. 
Tou see, the present idea is that 
contagion is carried by diseased per- 
sons and not by inanimate objects, 
ike clothing or playthings. 


Of course contact with the skin is 


not enough to contract a disease. 
The infective material must get to 
the nose, mouth or throat of the well 
person. 
Unless it enters one of the 
cavities of the body, unless it is 
rubbed into a broken skin surface, 
or unless it is pricked into the skin 
with a needle or pin or by some 
other accident, there is no danger of 
contagion. 
, 
Diseased tonsils or adenoids offer 
surfaces which will accept germs. 
Lowered" vitality is another factor 
which promotes-the possibility of in- 
fection. 
Cleanliness of the hands and clean- 


liness of the now. mouth and teeth 
are the chief c 
against disease.

Orpheum. 


It was one of the greatest wrestling 


matches ever staged on a Lincoln mat. 
Veteran followers of the' game here 
c'onceded this without question. 


The Nebraska law provides that 


matches shall last but two hours and 
thirty minutes, under Boxing Com- 
missioner 31. R. Shrader's interpreta- 
tion, and when the two grapplers re- 
turned to the ring after the first fall, 
which Krieger gained with a "wheel- 
' barrow," there was but thirty-nine 
minutes remaining. 


The law is not clear on the time 


limit where one fall is gained but a 
conference 
of the principals, man- 


agers and Referee Harry Reed held 
before the second fall decided that it 
should be interpreted to mean that no 
match should go more than two hours 
-and 
thirty minutes excepting where 


there are no falls gained 
and 
the 


referee^is unable to decide the win- 
ner. 


After a rest the wrestlers go back 


for twenty-five minutes and if mere 
is no fall resulting the grappler who 
"stays behind" longest 
is awarded 


the decision. 


Turner was subjected 
to punish- 


ment that would have made the aver- 
age wrestler give up. But those who 
saw the match quickly realized that 
he is not an average wrestler. He has 
been at it twenty years and his en- 
durance was remarkable. 


Time after time, 
Krieger would 


clamp on an arm chancery and head 
scissors and bear down but the east- 
erner refused to give. 
Some of the 


spectators insisted Turner 
must be 


double jointed and that the pain of an 
arm strangle did not affect him like it 
does the average man. 


As one of the ringsiders remarked, 


any wrestler who wins from Turner 
earns the victory. And if there was 
ever a victory earned, Adam Krieger 
earned one Wednesday night. 


It was a clean match from start to 


finish. 
Turner said after the match 


that in all the years he has been 
wrestling he has never met a tougher 
man than Krieger at his weight.

their son, Rev. Floyd Shacklock. Ne- 
E 


aska M. E. conference missionary 
Japan, and who at the time of the 


tfcfcl wave and earthquake which de- 
'ftroyed Tokio and Yokohama, was at 
Karuizawa. attending the tonteience 
of missionaries: 


•I suppose you hav» beaid (Impossible 
ta.l»» just as we did for a few days, up 
h*re in the mountains 
At noon on Sep- 
tember 1, wr« f«lt violent earthquakes which 
lasted for several minutes 
Slightly smaller 
shakes continued all afternoon and nlfht, 
but after twenty-four hours, we did not 
nave any which made us think the house 
would fall 
Even yet, we have several small 
•hakes day acd night, but they do not 
worry us badly. Now the center of the dis- 
turbance seems to have been In Tokio bay, 
and so Tokio and Yokahoma and the near- 
by cities suffered most severely 
We are 80 
mile* from Tokio. lo you see the whole of 
Japan 
waa 
shaken 
"We 
ran 
scarcely 
imagine how bad It waa in Tokio. for U was 
so bad here at thla distance 
The region 
about Tokio and Yokahoma Is .very densely 
populated, and In a rather small area called 
the Kwanto there -are over six million peo- 
ple, 
and this U In the very heart of the 
disaster. 
"In Tokle and Yokahoma -with th first 
shake*, buildings becan to fall, and con- 
tinued tie lone aa the bad shakes continued 
for miles In some parts, everything went 
down. The water mains broke and the ares 
which started at once co'uld not be checked 
So for two or three day* the greater pan 
of Tokahoma and 
the crowded half of 
Toldo burned. 
"The destruction In these part* wa» com- 
plete. Brick buildings went down com- 


• pletely, at once. Ferro-concrete buildings 
were wrecked and burned 
The lew frame 
houses escaping the shake were burned. 
) 
have not b«en able to go Into Tokio, but 
many eye wltnewe* agree on the complete- 
ness of th* destruction. 
How many were 
killed In falling building*, and how many 
were lost In the. flres, cannot be estimated; 
but the number la undoubtedly large. We 
know of few foreigner* who were killed, 
however. 
"In Tokabom*. » Pier sank Into the water 
crowded with people, laying goedbye to a 
steamer. The Standard On tank* along the 
water front exploded, 
and the land and 
harbor were all aflame. Manjt people were 
clinging to the boats In the l^paor until the 
oil on the surface of the water caught fire 
The koats were compelled to go out to sea 
and rescue work was hindered. Thousands 
and thousand* perished 
Only one or two 
of the strongest bank buildings In Yoka- 
homa are eald to be standing, all else Is 
In ruins. 
The people who survive come 
thru with stories too ghaatly to repeat 
"In Tokio. generally *peaklng, the down 
town district* are the only ones destroyed 
Out toward* the 
suburb* the fires were 
cheeked, but the building* are generall} 
unsafe. Aoyama Gakuln, our mlirton schoo 
lost two or -three largo building*, the Metho. 
dlat publl*hlng n«u*e. where I apent two 
year*, fell In and burned.

kura, the escape of •which, from'dam 
age by the recent earthquake Is re 
ported to be the subject of much re- 
joicing among pious Buddhists of Ja 
pan, is one of the truly wondertu 
statues of the world, says the Nationa 
Geographic Society. 
Huge as the statue 
is—fifty fee 


high in a sitting posture—it is faith 
fully proportioned 
and its features 


show a beautiful and calm serenitj 
that could hardly *e excelled in a care- 
fully modelled small image. This is 
seen- to be an accomplishment, indeed 
-when it is realized that the eyes alonr 
are four feet long. The eyeballs are o 
solid gold and a large jewel-like bos. 
in the center of the forehead is made 
of a thirty pound lump of silver. 
The great Buddha, or the Daibutsu 


as the Japanese call the image, has 
sat in ints present position since 1252 
and in its nearly seven centuries, has 
looked out upon more than one great 
catastrophe. It has itself been endan- 
gered on several occasions. It was 
originally enclosed by a great temple 
structure, but this was destroyed by ti- 
dal waves in 1369 and again two years 
after Columbus discovered America.

platform favoring wheat price fixing 
and Other measures to relieve the 
condition of agriculture. 


Myers' words provide a startlingly 


clear explanation of the activity of 
the Coolidge administration in seek- 
ing means to help the farmer out of 
the slough of debt and 
despair in 


which he is laboring. 


That the producers, particularly the 


producers of wheat, are desperate and 
that their desperation is not an ab- 
straction to be treated academically, 
has been brought home to Mr. Cool- 
idge and other republican leaders so 
forcibly that for both economic and 
political reasons 
they have side- 


tracked all other problems while they 
make an honest effort to evolve some 
formula that really will remove the 
political and economic menace.

JUDGE UNDSEY SAYS WORLD 


DOES NOT DO THAT. 


Believes That Yotmg People Should 
Be Prepared for Life Instead of 


Trying to Reform Conditions.

DENVER, Sept. 27.—The trouble 


with a good many preachers and so- 
called reformers is that they do not 
know society as it is, and naturally 
they cling to their ideas of society as 
they think it is or as they would like 
to have it. lu this court, with its con- 
fidences, I know a great deal more 
about members of some congregations 
of our ministers tha.fi the 
ministers 


tnemselves know. 


The ostrich-like habit of refusing to 


know or pretending not to know 
things as they are is one of the causes 
for conditions as we are beginning to 
find them in society. The Question of 
what is is just as important as the 
questions of what is immoral or moral 
or what is right or wrong. 


If marriage is turning out to be 


such a failure—whatever may be the 
cause—it would seem to follow that 
the natural and instinctive relations 
of people are to continue to exist in 
many cases regardless of marriage. A 
young woman who has lived in such a 
relation, notwithstanding she has had 
all of the best in home, school and 
church, recently said to me: 
"The 


great majority of all the girls I know 
who have been married in the last 
two years have been separated 
or 


have been divorced, with some of the 
usual scandal and publicity that fol- 
lows. If Bill and I don't get along 
together we will just separate without 


the annoyance of a divorce. What is 
the use of marrying;?" 


What of th« Result. 


I am not saying this attitude is 


right. I am trying to make clear that 
it is the attitude of mind that is much 
more common than it used to be. and 
I am asking what is going to be ihe 
result? 


So long as a young woman main- 


taining such a relation, is subject to 
the blights of convention if she is 
found out, I say she is not going to 
be the mother of children. She is the 
type that Is wise enough never to be 
embarrassed with motherhood or, if 
she is, that consults the shady physic- 
ian 
whose 
illegal operations aic 


mounting into the millions annual!) 
in this country. 


I am asking if this condition is not 


going to lead, for example, to a stand- 
ard 
of recognizing the 
unmarried 


mother as entitled to respect if bhe 
has a child, such a standard might 
prevent thousands of child murders! 
I do not know if such a standard will 
come about, but I do say that all of 
those things portend some changes in 
our standards, so that that which is 
now concealed—except as known to 


small 
groups—may 
eventually 
be 


boldly revealed without tho blfght of 
society, and consequently 
with 
the 


acceptance of the course of nature*. 


Schools and Churches. 


Schools, as a rule, do not 
teach 


youth about life, the importance of 
parenthood, and, until ver> recently, 
schools did vary little "to teach 
the 


laws ot health and that reverence and 
u'^pect for the physical body and its 
functions to which it is entitled. 


The teaching of too many of the 


churches is still too much mere cant 
and platitude. 
Youth are getting on 


to that, and consequently they do not 
take them seriously any longer. The 
church depends too much upon arti- 
ficial restraints. They are trying to 
prepare the path for youth instead of 
preparing youth for the path. 


I am only speaking generally—and 


not of some magnificent exceptions in 
both church and school. .But the ex- 
ceptions are too few and the general 
condition is too general. I have nq 
doubt at all that our conventions, cus- 
toms and standards right under our 
noses are undergoing a big change.

Commissioner Dayton, custodian of 


city property, and City Clerk Berg, 
.special custodian of the auditorium, do 
not advance the claim that it has 
been a losing proposition. It went big 
during the first year or two of city 
control when the dancing craze was 
at the peak and public dance hall 
competition was not great. 
During 


the past two years 
business 
has 


slumped and if the money spread re- 
uuired for paint and repairs in the 
early days of the lease were appor- 
tioned 
over the entire period, it is 


probable that for these last two years 
the profit margin, if any, would be 
small. 


On the whole, however, it is prob- 


able that final computations will show 
a profit for the four years—possjbly 
$1,000—tho such estimate is merely a 
guess without official backing. 
The 


major reason for surrender is grief. 
And this, according to those who pro- 
fess to know, should not camp on the 
trail of tfte Awterlcan Legion.

They 
have let it be known that their opera- 
tion will be along the same lines as 
under the city. Surrender ty the city 
is not because of failure, according to 
those who have conducted the man- 
agement.

must be purchased, it is evident any 
comprehensive supervision is impos- 
sible on such a small expense allot- 
ment.

ble government. Next to Washington, 
Franklin is probably the most highly 
honored man, 
popularly speaking, that 


America has produced. His local me- 
morials are more numerous than those 
of Washington himself. His name is 
encountered at every turn. The men- 
tion of it, and the telling of his story 
always arouse enthusiasm and touch 
the heart of the people. Besides being 
a great man, Franklin was a real man. 
Besides building and blessing his 
country, be made his countrymen love 
him. 
A noble memorial at Washington 


would do him not a whit too much 
honor. 


But when it comes to removing his 


remains, that is another - matter. It 
was his own desire to be buried at 
Philadelphia. It was a natural desire. 
The two town of Philadelphia and Bos- 
ton had an almost equal place in his 
affections. Boston was the place of his 
birth. Philadelphia the place of his 
residence thru his achieving years. In 
Boston his father and mother were 
buried. He raised a stone in the Gran- 
ery to their memory and if he had 
wished to be by their side he would 
have made provision for that disposi- 
tion of his remains. On the other hand 
he distinctly expressed the wish that 
his remains should be buried beside 
those of his wife and daughter in the 
yard of Christ church. Philadelphia. 
tinder a slab inscribed, "Benjamin and 
Deborah Franklin." There they were 
deposited: and not only did that set- 
tle the matter in so far as Boston was 


concerned, 'but It should settle It wtth 
respect to any future transfer. Most 
men like to be buried with their fath- 
ers but In death as. in life, it is a rule 
that a man shall leave his father and 
mother and cleave unto his wife. 


The question yet may 
be raised 


whether in the fullness of time there 
may not be too many national memor- 
ials at Washington. Surely the honor 
should be reserved for the most illus- 
trious: other wise the national capi- 
tal will in the lapse of centuries, take 
on the 
similitude of 
a graveyard. 


When Rome had become a necropolis, 
it was rdeady to fall. Washington's 
memorial stands forever, 
and now 


Lincoln's faces it and both are with- 
out their dead. Franklin is worthy of a. 
monument near theirs' of equal splen- 
dor. 
Others still may arise. But after

There is no reason why 
any man who can afford an automobile should not 
possess one; but there is every reason why a man who 
cannot afford the upkeep cost should keep out of the 
competition. 
This is destructive of the thrift that 


has made this nation what it is and means a load of debt 
that is bound to worry somebody, if only one's creditors.' 


Oar Inclination to snort when we read about the 


doings of some of the politicians is not lessened by 
reading where some Illinois republican leader has been 
down at Washington urging that a federal post be pro- 
vided for Governor Len Small, who, he says, is stronger 
now with the people than before he was Indicted by a 
Sangamon county grand jury on the charge of misusing 
public funds. Where does he get that notion that a man 
who had been a member of the Inside ring of Illinois 
politicians and whose conduct was such that a grand 
jury found probable cause for believing him guilty is 
stronger with the people as a result? If it be true, it is 
an Indictment of the intelligence of Illinois people under 
which they could be convicted, even If Small went free. 


If the government In the* end comes to the point 


where it will pay old age pensions for everyone who is 
without sufficient means in his declining years, it ought 
to make up its mind long enough in advance to make 
proper provisions for raising the money. Life insurance 
experience has taught us that while very liberal settle- 
ments are made, the money to pay them with all comes 
ou* of the policy holders' pockets. When the govern- 
ment starts in paying old age pensions the money must 
be provided by the taxpayers. We are apt to think of 
the government as something down at Washington, 
apart from us, but it is right here as welL We are it 
It has no magical way of getting money to pay anything. 


If there Is one thing that Is definitely settled and 


decided upon It Is that this country Is not going to 
Cancel any of the debts owing it by foreign countries 
on account of the war In order that they may have more 
money to raise the devil with In their relations with 
their neighbors. 
Yet nearly every serious - minded 


magazine we pick up has something to say on one side 
or the other, and the newspaper editors do not seem to 
be able to let go 'of the bone. The experts say that 
there are only a limited number of plots for fiction 
writers to use.
